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(57) Abstract: The present invention relates to a genetic construct which comprises an NOI and splice-functional elements) selected 
O a*" 1 arranged such that the first ORF available for translation in a target cell population is for the NOI while in non-target cells the 
NOI ORF is not the primary ORF, such constructs for use in therapy and the use of splice-functional elements to restrict translation 
or expression of a nucleotide of interest to specific cell types and/or environments.
